hard to get: it was difficult to make the ranchman and the farmer believe 
that the Government had no ulterior motive, was attaching no impossible 
conditions to the practice of placing a valuable stallion with a citizen, with 
no purpose in view of taking the lion’s share of the produce. He could 
not conceive that the action was taken solely pro bono publico and 
in the hope of producing ‘riding horses in appreciable numbers” 
which while inuring to the profit of the mare-owner, would none the less be 
available for public service in the national defense in time of trouble. Gen- 
erous Thoroughbred breeders who contributed stallions, wise legislators 
who provided funds (even if they were somewhat inadequate), capable Re- 
mount officers who were untiring in their efforts, and above all, intelligent 
farmers and ranchmen who used and cared for the stallions assigned them, 
combined to make the scheme a huge success. 

Now! like Aphrodite sprung full-grown from the sea-foam, we have in op- 
eration a system which is producing horses of which any people may well be 
proud. At any horse show in the United States, large numbers of the en- 
tries are the progeny of Remount Stallions. At rodeos throughout the 
western country, calf and goat ropers, steel bull-doggers and hazers are 
alike mounted on the get of Government Stallions. 

The story is the same on ranch and range. In many localities no cow- 
puncher who is, or aspires to be, a ‘‘top-hand”’ will accept service with a 
ranch owner who does not supply cow-ponies which are at least half Thor- 
oughbred. The cow man has learned the lesson that an oblique shoulder, 
springy pasterns, and a length of rein, can be coupled with powerful quar- 
ters and great loin muscles, factors all of which, in the quality horse, enable 
him to do the work required of the cow-hand and cattle man so much more 
easily and efficiently than it can be done by the ‘‘fuzz-tail.”’ 

At the recent great Will Rogers Memorial Rodeo in Colorado Springs, 
without apparent exception, the horses used were by Thoroughbred sires 
and equally without exception those sires were Remount horses. Despite 
every effort, it is quite impossible to supply the demand for sires from 
sources, most of which can well care for a horse were one placed there; the 
justification for the assignment is in a great majority of the cases readily 
demonstrable by the breeding requirements of the vicinage. As bearing up- 
on this matter, there are now on file 951 applications for the assignment of 
Remount Stallions; assuming only half of these to be worthy cases, there 
are neither horses available for the purpose, nor money wherewith to secure 
them On one large Nebraska ranch, there are over 500 horses, young and 
old, which are half-bred or better. Many of the mature animals are requir- 
ed for the owner’s work but in time of stress they would be available for the 
public service. These are sired by Government Stallions. Some of the best 
blood of England has been made available to America for use in this work. 
Imported Eton Rambler, Wave of Eire, Bluecoat and a host of others have 
made their names household words, wherever horses are used west of the 
Mississippi River. They will soon be almost as well known in the east. 
Progress in even so valuable an undertaking does not go forward without 
having obstacles strewn in its path. Farmers and breeders are as a class in- 
articulate The motor and tractor jnterests, never troubled by a lack of 
ability to cry their wares, are ever on the alert to displace the horse.

The sudden termination of the ex-King of England’s royal slumming par- 
ty to the United States has been a bewildering blow to many who had been 
looking across the Atlantic with eager eyes to the visit of the man who was 
willing to forsake his country for the ‘““‘woman he loved’’. The hasty decis- 
ion a few hours before a departure of such world wide interest shows a sur- 
prising lack of coordination somewhere and the only conclusion to be reach- 
ed is that someone blundered. 

Was it the Duke, who so confidently allowed himself to be taken under 
the wing of Mr. Bedaux without investigating the reputation of the former 
“sand-hog’’? Was it William Green for hastily endorsing as head of the 
American Federation of Labor an action of the Baltimore Branch of his or- 
ganization? An action that impolitely pointed out the Duchess’ former lack 
of interest in the well being of labor and the Duke’s present interest in Hit- 
ler’s Nazi regime? Was it the American newspapers for giving publicity to 
an incident bound to hurt the feelings of the royal visitor on the eve of his 
or was it official Washington itself who from Mrs. Roosevelt on 
down through Ickes apparently perfunctorily polite 
about the arrangements for the visit? 

The blame is hard to place, but the result of the blunder has not been a 
happy one. The English nation were sadly disillusioned in the loyalty of 
their King to his throne and to his people, but in spite of the disappointment 
over his abdication, the Duke of Windsor is still an Englishman and when 
he is slighted by another country, there is bound to be resentment. The 
American criticism of the former King has not helped the friendly relations 
with England. 

Moreover, in spite of the fact that the ex-King forgot his debt to his coun- 
try for an American woman, this very fact struck a responsive chord in 
many a person. It was a romantic action to be read of in books but never 
te be seen; some even considered it courageous to leave the duty of being 
England’s symbol of unity; others in this country hoped to entertain the

royal couple and bask in the glitter of royal familiarity, and still others, the 
zreat majority, were frankly curious and frankly flattered that no less a 
gerson than the former Edward 8th wanted to come to the United States. 
?erhaps the person who received the greatest disappointment was the Duch- 
sss herself to whom alone in the world would have gone the credit of bring- 
ng back to the family hearth the King of England, a personage who, here- 
ofore, has been rather hard to catch. 

The disappointment caused by the blunder has been almost universal with 
‘very gecup, except the very persons whom it was the purpoce of the Duke 
ro see and help, the American working man. Such lack of faith on their 
part in the royal ability to study working conditions is a pathetic reminder 
that Edward Windsor, as the King who failed, has yet to prove himself as he 
seeks another job.

Armistice Prophecy Of 
Gen. Mitchell Recalled 


The present trend of world events 
adds startling emphasis to an address 
delivered three years ago at Winches- 
ter to an Armistice celebration of the 
Ameritan Legion by the tate Brig-- 
General William D. Mitcheil, World 
War air chief and stormy petrel of the 
War Department 

Voicing the theme song of his life,
